political trouble. 


The Highway Trust Fund was 


established to handle an extra 
federal tax on gasoline—now 4 
cents a galkm-under a specific 
pledge never to use this money 
for anything except highway 
construction and maintenance. 
Thfat is to say, you formerly 
paid 7tt cento a gallon in state 
tax and now pay a total tax of 
llVt cento because of the extra 
4-cent federal charge. 


But now that the Interstate 


System is approaching com* 
pletion all over America the 
money-thirsty politicians of the 
big cities are doing their utmost 
to break the government's 
solemn pledge to the taxpayers 
that the Highway Trust Fund 
won't be robbed for non- 
highway purposes. The threat is 
real—and no further away than 
the new Congress which con- 
venes next year. 


In this year's Congress the

pressure on President Nixon to 
back a bill robbing the Highway 
Trust Fund of $100 million to aid 
commuter rail and bus lines.

Texarkana. This may be 
inevitable in a highway which 
carries I-30's heavy traffic. If 
so, it's a measure by which to 
judge the upkeep cost of the

Homes of Muslim inmates given to FBI 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Rob- 


ert Britton, superintendent of 
Tucker Intermediate 
Refor- 


matory, told U. S. District 
Court here Monday that tho 
names of Tucker inmates who 
attended Black Muslim reli- 
gious services were turned over 
to the FBI. 


The hearing before U. S. Dis- 


trict Court Judge J. Smith Hen- 
ley is to determine whether 
court-ordered improvements in 
living conditions at the prison 
were being carried out. 


Britton said inmates attend- 


ing the Black Muslim meetings 
were asked to sign a register, 
but that no list was made of 
inmates who attended other re- 


ligious services. 


When asked why the list was 


kept, Britton first declined to 
answer, then said, "I don't 
think it needs to be known." 


Henley called a short recess 


for Britton to consult with at- 
torney Ted Boswell of Bryant, 
who is representing the Board 
of Correction and prison per- 
sonnel in the proceedings. 


Afterward, Philip E. Kaplan, 


attorney for the inmates, in- 
troduced as evidence lists of in- 
mates attending service* of 
Sept. Hand Sept. M. 


Britton said the lists were 


mailed to the FBI office in Pine 
Bluff, which had requested the 
information. 


Kaplan said the attitude of 


prison authorities seemed to be 
that the Black Muslims "must 
somehow be stamped out." 


In addition to the alleged dis- 


criraintion against Black Mus- 
lims. Monday's proceedings 
concerned two incidents of al- 
leged violence againt inmates 
by prison authorities. 


They were the alleged beat- 


ings of Johnny Cox, an inmate 
who escaped in December 1971, 
and of two other inmates, Dan- 
ny Hodge and Eddie Bettis. 
who attempted to escape from 
Tucker on Feb.». 


Kaplan said that Monday's 


testimony would be about con- 
ditions at Tucker and that 


testimony about Cummins Frit- 
on Farm would consume at 
least an additional two days. 


The judge said last Septem- 


ber he would conduct the hear- 
ing bocauM of "a constant 
stream of complaints" from to- 
mate* indicating that ordered 
corrections ware not being car- 
ried out. 


Henley ruled Fob. U. ItTO, 


the state prison system was

constitutionally. Henley's deci- 
sion was upheld May «, 1171. by 
the Ufa U. S. Circuit Court 


Henley retained Jurisdiction

boring som* fear for the welfare of the child who had 
never left their sight. "How will my child fare at Camp 
Pan-on? I* it really a good idea that I release him this 
way?" they seem to be asking. 


That was Auf • 13. Now, turn U* calendar forward to 


Aug. 19, and the same bus returns from Camp Parroo, 
with the group. All the children wore very tired, but filled 
with enthusiasm concerning the seven-day trip. We 
beard such expressions as "I'm going back next year!" 
"I'm going if they're going to have the same coun- 
selors! " "My friend U going to write to me!" "We swam 
every day, had a movie, and played shuffle board," or "I 
can hardly wait till next year!"

The well-organised camp has been operated for four 


years by tho Arkansas Assoriatioa for Retarded Children 
and has reached proportions in attendance that it has

Olympics, a popular event with retarded children across 
the state, who because of mental or physical defects are 
excluded from any such type of exorcise and competition 
elsewhere.

eight days of fun was snatched away so quickly next 
summer if there are no special "Olympics" and no Camp 
Parroo in August. 


Britton testified in U. S. Dis- 


trict Court here in it hearing 
before Judge J. Smith Henley 
on whether court-ordered im- 
provemntein living conditions 
at the prison were being car- 
ried out. 


He said that the incident con- 


cerning the policy violation oc- 
curred Christmas Eve, when he 
struck Johnny Cox, an inmate 
who had just been captured 
after overstaying a three-day 
furlough from Tucker. 


Britton said he was not 


present when Cox was cap- 
tured, but that he heard shots 
and ran to the scene. When he 
arrived, he said Cox was face 
down on the ground and was 
being handcuffed. 


The superintendent said he 


crouched over Cox and Cox 
fried to get up. Britton said he 
then "cuffed him once - 
maybe twice" on the shoulder 
with the side of his open hand. 


Asked if he was acting in 


self-defense, Britton said he did 
not know what his feeling was 
at the time. 


John Burrow of McCrory, a 


former farm manager at 
Tucker, testified he saw Britton 
strike Cox "several times" on 
the head just after the inmate's 
capture. Burrow, who said he 
resigned from the farm staff in 
January because of the in- 
cident, testified that Cox's 
hands were handcuffed behind 
his back when Britton delivered 
the blows. 


Britton acknowledged another 


incident in which two inmates 
had been hospitalised after 
being beaten with shotgun 
butts. He said one prison offi- 
cial had been fired in con- 
nection with the incident, an- 
other had resigned, and two 
more had been disciplined. He 
said that incident occurred 
Feb. 25 while he was away 
from the farm. 


Britton said the incident oc- 


curred when the two inmates, 
Eddie Bettis and Danny Hays 
attempted to escape about 9 
p.m. by climbing out a window. 
He said prison officials had 
learned of the plan and were 
waiting outside with shotguns. 


Several shots were fired, 


Britton said, but neither prison- 
er was hit. Both were hospi- 
talized, however — Bettis with 
a broken jaw and Hays with 


multiple bruises and a ruptured 
eardrum. Britton said an inves- 
tigation revealed that the in- 
juries were inflicted with shot- 
gun butts. 


In response to questioning. 


Britton testified that on Aug. 1, 
two inmates who had attempted 
to escape from the fields were 


made to run barefoot from the 
fields to the farm barracks 
area with their hands in 
shackles. 


Britton also testified that the 


names of Tucker inmates who 
attended Black Muslim reli- 
gious services were turned over 
to the FBI.

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


claring the Democratic party 
needs a "new sense of direc- 
tion" if it is to win back defec- 
tors, five leading Democratic 
governors have called on party 
chairman Jean Westwood to re- 
sign.

Anthony Russo are eipected to 
ask for a new jury now that the 
Supreme Court has cleared a 
roadblock from the resumption 
of their criminal trial over pub- 
lication of the Pentagon Pa- 
pers. 


But trial Judge Matt Byrne of 


Los Angeles could decide to 
keep the jury he sent home 
back in August. Either way 
there could be some legal risks 
involved. 


The delay, ordered in July by 


Justice William O. Douglas, ap- 
parently is the longest in the 
course of a Jury trial in the Un- 
ited Slates. It was prompted by 
a ojuarrel over government 
wiretapping and whether the 
wiretap logs should be turned 
over to the defense. 


The court, by a 7-2 vole Mon- 


day, dosed the issue for the 
time being by denying a bear- 
ing to EUsberg and Russo. Jus- 
tice Douglas and William J. 
Breman Jr. dissented. 


The next move is up to 


Dtrne. He is expected to sum- 
man lawyers for both sides to 
his chambers late this week 
and start the prosecution roll- 
ing again. 


Ellsberg and Russo have 


been charged with espionage. 
conspiracy and misuse of gov- 
ernment property in the publi- 
cation of the once-aecret study 


of the origins of the Vietnam 
war. 


Although Byrne cautioned the 


12 jurors and six alternates 
that they should not discuss the 
trial with anyone. defense law- 
yers probably will argue uVt 
outside influences are impos- 
sible to screen out during more 
than three months. 


The defense already his of-

stitutional protection against 
double jeopardy if the judge 
impanels a new jury. That is, 
Ellsberg and Russo would give 
up their chance of claiming in 
a subsequent appeal that they 
actually were tried twice for 
the saine crime in violation of 
the Fifth Amendment. 


Nevertheless, the presiding 


judge may conclude the best 
thing to do is to keep the old 
jury. 


The Supreme Coiart rejected

Longhorns: A study in black & white

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Some 


of the black football players at 
the University of Texas have a 
one-word explanation for why 
most good blacks go to schools 
other than Texas-money. 


The Texas blacks are seniors 


Julius Whittier, Donald Ealey 
and Howard Shaw; Junior Lon- 
nie Bennett; and sophomores 
Roosevelt Leaks and Fred Per- 
ry.Asked why the top blacks 
take their talents to other 
schools, Whittier said the only 
reason he could see was "some 
immediate benefit." Room, 
board, tuition and books are 
about the same everywhere, he 
said, so the only thing left is 
money. 


Perry said he knew a black 


who went to the University of 
Houston because he got "a bet- 
ter deal." 


What does that mean? 
"Knowing him," Perry said, 


"it meant money." 


Bennett said be knew of a 


black who went to Oklahoma 
for that reason. 


The Texas blacks agreed 


there was racism among the 
Longhorn coaches. They were 
asked how this manifests itself. 


"Well, you know, they try to 


hide it, things like that," Leaks 
asid. "You know, they don't 
want to show it." 


He can't give specific exam- 


ples, he said. He just has this 
feeling it's there. 


Ealey broke in. "Could be 


that, I mean, they can't quite 
understand the black, you 
know, what really makes them 
tick, and how can you get the 
most out of them." 


What might work with a 


white player, such as a bawling 
out for a mistake, might not 


work with a black, Ealey said. 
He spoke with much feeling. 


Perry, too, was unable to cite 


an example of prejudice by the 
coaches. "It's real slight," he 
said. "Nothing out in the open. 
Just their over-all attitude." 


Shaw also said he had run 


into 
prejudices 
from 
the 


coaches. "Well, like everybody, 
you know, everybody probably 
had a little experience, but just 
dont want to bring it up, you 
know, just let it go." 


Do the blacks talk about it 


among themselves? 


"Yeah," Shaw said, "every- 


body talks together. Blacks 
stick together, whites stick 
together." 


Bennett had an example. He 


went to a basketball game last 
year and remained seated as 
the band played "The Star 
Spangled Banner" and "The 
Eyes of Texas." 


"I don't know why ... I 


guess I was in a rebellious 
mood or something," he said. 
He said he saw some white 
players sitting, too. 


The next day, one of the 


coaches said he wanted to talk 
to him, and another coach wal- 
ked up "and he just started 
raving ... I didn't like that at 
all. He just kinda raved at me, 
and I thought, wow, you know, 
keep calm, cause, you know, if 
you blow up, no telling what 
the consequences ..." 


If the white players also got 


chewed out, he never heard of 
it. 
Bennett said rumors got 


started that he had joined the 
Students for a 
Democratic 


Society (SOS) and that Black 
Panthers visited him. 


A coach later told him he 


was scared to let Bennett es- 
cort a recruit because he might 
"put some ideas into his head," 
Bennett said. 


The coaches called in Whit- 


tier and asked him why Ben- 
nett remained seated. It made 
Whittier mad. "You know, as 
though he had went out and 
shot somebody or something, 
you know?" 


Whittier said he asked the 


coaches if they would be 
thrilled if they went to Texas 
Southern University (a mainly 
black school) and heard the 
school song. 


"Would you get chill bumps 


if, uh, they started playing the 
national anthem and you went 
to a hamburger stand and they 
told you to go around the back 
door to pick up your order?" he 
asked them. 


"...Since when have we 


seen, you know, orange (one of 
Texas' school colors) doing us 
a favor? Since when have we 
seen red, white and blue doing 
us a favor?" he said. 


Is Royal prejudiced? 
Whittier, sitting forward on a 


couch and slowly spinning a 
sofa pillow between his hands, 
paused for a moment. "Yeah," 
he said. "I think he is." 


But he quickly qualified that 


judgment. Royal is from Hollis, 
Okla., he said, and to Whittier 
there's no difference between 
Hollis and "Shreveport, La." or 
"East Texas." 


"And so, you know, he can't 


help but be what he is, from his 
surroundings ... But I think 
Coach Royal knows that racism 
is wrong. I don't think he wants 
to be," he said. 


Asked how he explains Roy- 


al's coining over to Ealey and 
hugging and kissing his helmet 
after Ealey scored against Ar- 
kansas, Whittier said: "Who's 
this?" 


"Royal." 
"He did that?" Whittier 


asked. 


Then Whittier recalled that 


after Eddie Phillips passed to 
Cotton Speyrer to beat UCLA in 


the final seconds in 1970, he 
jumped up on Royal, wrapped 
his legs around him and they 
shook each other's shoulders. 


But that was spontaneous, 


and the act with Ealey came 
several seconds later, when the 
team was kicking the extra po 
nt. 


"Yeah," 
Whittier mused. 


"Maybe he did it. Maybe it was 
a 'meditated act, you know? 
For him to get out of hit rac- 
ism he's gonna have to prac- 
tice, you know ..." 


Shaw suggested with a laugh 


that Royal was relieved that 
Ealey had not fumbled, as he 
did earlier this year. After the 
touchdown, he said, Royal did 
not have to be scared, and he 
could "show his emotion." 


Surprisingly, 
they 
agreed 


there was little prejudice shown 
by the white players. Whittisr 
suggested it was because of the 
"pliability 
of 
the youthful 


mind." 


Leaks said he feels some 


prejudice, but said it comes 
from the lesser players on the 
attack team, not the guys who 
are really in competition for his 
job. 


They agreed that yes, maybe 


Texas does recruit less aggres- 
sively than other schools, for 
white as wtU as black, because 
of its athletic tradition, its chal- 
lenge to all players to come 
and prove they can make it 
with the best. 


But since blacks have no 


tradition with Texas, no fathers 
that played here, no youthful 
memories of rooting for the 
Longhorns, the same recruiting 
techniques that win white play- 
ers will fail with blacks. 


And they want a black coach 


here the whole year. Texas as- 
sistant coach Alvin Matthews, a 
black, spends half the year in 
the Green Bay Packers' defen- 
sive backfield.

Screening of troops 
for gonorrhea is 
team suggestion

described Monday during the 
Lions lucheon meeting by Capt. 
James O'Herron of Little Rock. 


The 
speaker

companied by Sgt. Kenneth 
Garner of Texarkana. Both of 
the military men are veterans 
of the war in Vietnam and are 
now engaged in recruitment. 


Capt. O'Herron said that July 


1, 1973 was the date ending the 
draft, as we now know it, and 
told of steps being taken to 
make the army more attractive 
toward an all volunteer force. 
To veterans of World War II 


and the Korean War the 
changes in effect, and coming, 
seemed almost incredible. 
Gone will be standing outside in 
the rail for roll call. Endless 
hours of K.P and peeling 
potatoes and policing the 
grounds will be done by civilian 
workers. The old crowded 
barracks are giving way to 
dormitory-like quarters with 
two men to the room.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— A team of doctors has re- 
ported evidence suggesting that 
appreciable numbers of troops 
returning from Vietnam may 
have "silent" undetected go- 
norrhea that could have nation- 
al implications unless the men 
are found and treated. 


Indeed, the doctors told a sci- 


entific meeting Monday, it to 
possible that much of an al- 
ready noted increasing resist- 
ance of gonorrhea germs in the 
United States to antibiotic won- 
der drugs has been due to "im- 
portation of resistant strains" 
by Vietnam returnees whose 
own transmisible infection was 
overlooked 
because 
they 


showed no symptoms. 


The doctors recommended 


that all Vietnam returnees be 
screened by a new test they de- 
vised for diagnosing "silent" 
gonorrhea. 


The doctors—of 
the 
Un- 


iversity of Washington, Seattle, t 
and the Army's Madigan Gen- • 
oral Hospital, Tacoma, Wash.- 
made their report to the cen- 
tennial meeting of the Ameri- , 
can Public Health Association. 


They did so in reporting evi- 


dence from limited studies of 
both civilians and military men 
that 
"asymptomatic" 
go- 


norrhea apparently is much 
more prevalent among males 
than previously thought. They 
defined asymptomatic go- 
norrhea as a gonorrhea in- 
fection which produces no 
symptoms in the mate or fe- 
male infected but may produce 
active disease if transmitted 
sexually. 


The team, headed by Dr. H. 


Hunter Handsfield of the Un- 
iversity of Washington, said of 
the totter findings: 


"Traditionally, it has been 


assumed that gonorrhea pro- 
duces a symptomatic disease in 
men and (an) asymptomatic in- 
fection in women. This has pro- 
duced the corollary assumption 
that the principal resevoir of 
gonococcal infection in the 
community is the silent female 
carrier. Consequently, a great 
deal of effort to expended 
toward tracing these asympto- 
matic women." 


The doctors reported finding, 


by a special diagnostic test, a 
"high prevalence" of asympto- 
matic gonorrhea among a 
•wan group of civilian men 
known to have been exposed to 
infected women. 


They also reported testing 2,- 


000 Vietnam returnees who 
were undergoing routine physi- 
cal examinations at Ft. Lewis, 
Wash., and at Madifan Hospi- 
tal immediately prior to dis- 
charge from the Army. 


And they said that of those 


who had had sexual exposure 
during their years in Vietnam— 
a number they did not specify— 
2tt per cent were found to be 
infected but showing no symp- 
toms. 


Doctoring the germs un- 


covered from the men were 
relatively resistant to antibiot- 


ics, the doctors said: 
Even 


though no more than 7,000 men 
per year carrying gonococci 
would have returned from Viet- 
nam during peak involvement 
the rapid spread of these or- 
ganisms through the commu- 
nity would have been facilitated 
by their resistance to the anti- 
biotic regimens (tower dose 
schedules) in use prior to this 
year..."

Dear Dr. Lamb—is it true 


that white flour, though en- 
riched, contains but few of 
the vitamins and minerals 
p r e s e n t in whole wheat 
flour? E x a c t l y how much 
d i f f e r e n c e in nutritional 
value is there between white 
enriched and whole wheat 
flour? 


Dear Reader—There is not 


much difference. The white 
flour loses v i t a m i n s and 
natural elements in the mill- 
ing process and for this rea- 
son it is enriched. The law 
requires this enrichment to 
bring it up to standards very 
nearly that found in whole 
wheat. P e r i o d i c a l l y the 
amounts are changed. The 
values for the principal vita 
mini and iron found in 3Va 
ounces of the two flours are: 


Whole wheat—Thiamine, 


.55 milligrams; riboflavin, 
.12 milligrams: niacin, 4.3 
milligrams: iron. 3.3 milli- 
grams. 


Enriched flour—Thiamine, 


.44 milligrams; riboflavin, 
.26 milligrams: niacin. 3.5 
milligrams: iron. 2.9 milli- 
grams. 


These d i f f e r e n c e s be- 


tween the two in these three 
vitamins are not really sig- 
nificant. I should add that 
whole wheat flour probably 
c o n t a i n s more vitamin E. 
but there is a great deal of 
vitamin E >n all of the other 
food substances we eat any- 
way. The whole wheat flour 
also c o n t a i n s nearly one- 
third more protein and twice 
as much fat as the enriched 
flour, but the principal food 
ingredient is carbohydrates. 
Both products are low in fat 
and relatively low in pro- 
tein These values are from 
the L'.S Department of Agri- 
culture Handbook.

In adopting this attitude she 
has caused you to have an 
unnecessary g u i l t reaction 
and made it more difficult 
for you to adjust and have a 
normal, happy life. I am glad 
to see that you have been 
relatively successful in spite 
of her efforts. 


Everybody has to develop 


tolerances for other people's 
shortcomings. This includes 


members of one's family. In 
this case it is your mother's 
shortcomings and the best 
thing I could advise you to 
do is just to learn to recog- 
nize that this is your moth- 
er's problem, based on her 
own ignorance. Once you 
learn to accept the fact that 
she has a problem, you can 
be more tolerant of her mis- 
guided treatment of you 


The other course of action 


would be to try to help edu- 
cate her with literature so 
that she can learn to accept 
epilepsy as simply another 
disease such as diabetes. I 
wonder if she would feel 
that you had brought a dis- 
grace to her if you had been 
a diabetic. There really is no 
difference.

ufacturers not to publicise an 
understanding that production 
would stop Jan. 1, MR, but 
sales could continue through 
the 1*72 Christmas season.
